Break in While 
Couple Whs at Wbvk 

Friday when Dylan and Brittany Barrett were at work, 
their home was broken into and personal items were taken 
from their home. When Dylan arrived home, he found 
the back door pried open and several items missing and 
immedately contacted the Owsley County Sheriff’s Office. 
Deputy Sheriff Ivan Fletcher and Owsley County Sheriff 
Kelly Shouse arrived at the scene to investigate and gather 
evidence. Deputy Fletcher contacted the KSP and ask for 
the help of Trooper Brandon Scalf to gather fingerprints to 
obtain the indentity of a suspect. 

During the investigation, Deputy Justin Wilson 
and Trooper Scalf questioned neighbor Thurman Smith 
about the break-in and he handed over the items stolen: a 
tv, 2 laptops, 2 remotes and a promise ring, the same items 
that Dylan had reported stolen. Smith was arrested and 
charged with receiving stolen property u/$ 10,000. He was 
released on a $5000 property bond on 2/11/14. 

On Saturday, Brittany also noticed 3 more items 
missing, their two classrings and large bottle of tide that 
was sitting on the back porch where the door was broken. 
These three items are still missing. If you have any

When Charles 
Long became mayor 
of the Owsley County 
seat in 1959, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was president 
and Fidel Castro had just 
taken over Cuba. 

Fifty-five years later, 
Long, 94, remains mayor 
of Booneville, where the 
2010 census counted only 
81 residents. The Kentucky 
League of Cities says 
he is the longest-serving 
mayor in the state. 

He’s also among 
the longest-serving mayors 
in the country — perhaps 
the longest, if Wikipedia 
can be believed. The 
Internet encyclopedia 
cites as a source a tribute 
to Long entered into The 
Congressional Record by 
U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers, 
R-Somerset. 


The key to politics, 
Long said, is to “be honest, 
be friendly and never 
meet a stranger. I’ve been 
community-minded all 
my life. I’ve been on the 
(Owsley County) health 
board over here 53 years, 
and I’m chairman of it right 
now.” 

What’s even more 
remarkable is that county 
election records confirm 
Long’s claim that he has 
never faced a contested 
race for mayor. 

Perhaps no one else 
wanted the job? Booneville 
City Clerk Ronnie Callahan 
Jr. disputes that notion. 
“Charles has always been 
a respected member of the 
community,” Callahan said. 
“I just think a lot of people 
knew they didn’t have a 
chance running against 
Charles.” 


Said Tamara 
Shouse, billing manager for 
the Booneville Water and 
Sewer Department: “We 
are a poor community, and 
he’s tried everything he can 
to help us. People respect 
that.” 

Owsley County’s 
median household income 
of $19,351 is the lowest 
outside of Puerto Rico, 
according to census results. 
In 2009, the last year 
available, government 
benefits accounted for 53 
percent of personal income. 
Four in 10 residents fall 
below the poverty line. 
In 2011, the most recent 
year for which figures 
are available, 52 percent 
received food stamps.

Owsley County Schools Awarded District of Innovation Status; 

Strategic Plan Reflects this Distinction 


The Owsley 

County School District 
received notice late 
Wednesday afternoon that 
they had been awarded 
District of Innovation (Dol) 
status during the February 
meeting of the Kentucky 
Board of Education. 
Owsley County Schools 
were one of three that 
received this distinction 
in Cohort two and now 
one of six across the state 
that is recognized by the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education. Trigg 
County and Owensboro 
Independent were in this 
group of schools for 2014. 
From a state perspective, 
this status will allow the 
district to enhance student 
learning and educational 
performance through 
relief from certain statutes 
and the ability to waive 
certain policies. According 
to Dr. Tim Bobrowski, 
Superintendent of Owsley 
County Schools, “This 
status will assist us in 
moving our students forward 
while removing barriers. 
We will now implement 
21st century learning skills 
for students and staff, 
establish personalized and 
individualized learning 


plans for students, and 

expand our creative and 
innovative approach to 
meeting individual students’ 
needs by improving their 
educational experience and 
opportunity.”

tenets of personalizing 


educational plans for all 
students. Owsley County’s 
innovative approach 

will begin with skill 
development at Owsley 
County Elementary School.

State looks at conserving salt 
supply as winter drags on 

More than 300,000 tons of salt used to date 

A robust winter season and more precipitation 
expected in the coming weeks has Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) officials looking for ways to conserve 
salt as deliveries slow and materials mn in short supply. 

With less than 150,000 tons of salt on hand and 
delivery becoming increasingly difficult, KYTC engineers 
are implementing strategies to stretch the remaining supply. 
When conditions permit, crews will rely more on plowing 
and less on treatment with salt and other materials. 

“We like to be aggressive about clearing our 
roadways,” Kentucky Transportation Secretary Mike 
Hancock said. “But we also must be careful in our planning 
and judicious in our use of salt and other materials to 
ensure we don’t run out.” 

On average, the cabinet uses 200,000 to 250,000 
tons of salt a year. To date this winter, KYTC crews have 
spread more than 300,000 tons. With most of the country 
experiencing an unusually harsh winter, shipments of salt 
have slowed and new supplies are hard to find.

No marked detour will be posted, but drivers can use either 
KY 577 and KY 11, or KY 1503 and KY 846, as detour 
routes. Motorists should plan their trips accordingly.

State looks at conserving salt 
supply as winter drags on 

More than 300,000 tons of salt used to date

Salt reserves across Kentucky are dwindling. Even the 
state’s largest reserve, at the Louisville Mega Cavern, has been 
deeply tapped. 

KYTC began this winter with a 60,000-ton emergency 
reserve inside the Mega Cavern. As of today, the reserve is 
down to 26,000 tons and the 12 districts of the Department of 
Highways collectively have requested 18,000 tons of the reserve 
with which to replenish their supplies. 

The salt shortage also means the state is unable to fill 
all requests it receives from county and municipal governments 
for additional salt. KYTC’s top priority and obligation is to the 
state highway system. Routes are assigned priorities, based on 
traffic volume. 

“A” routes, which are the highest priority, include 
interstates, parkways, many four-lane roads and other highly 
traveled principal arterials. “B” routes, which would be next 
in line for treatment, are less heavily traveled U.S. routes. “C” 
routes, the last to be treated, are mainly local and rural routes 
with low traffic volumes. (To see the priority routes in your 
county log on to: http://transportation.ky.gov/Maintenance/ 
Pages/Snow-and-Ice-Prioritv Maps.aspx ) 

While crews work to keep roads clear and safe, drivers 
are asked to adopt safe driving habits: 

Exercise greater caution when driving. Slow down. 

Give a wide berth to snow plows and other heavy highway 
equipment. 

Eliminate distractions while behind the wheel. 

Beware of ice as temperatures fall and roadways refreeze. 
A mechanical breakdown is especially dangerous in bitter cold. 

Keep a blanket, flash light and emergency supply kit in your 
vehicle. 

Stay in the vehicle if you become stranded. Help will come.

OUTDOOR TRUTHS 



The bass fishing tournaments are getting ready to start with a 
vengeance. Once they begin, each weekend will offer another 
opportunity to fish for money. All bass tournaments have pretty 
much the same rules; two fishermen; one boat; the five biggest 
fish by weight, win. Some men will literally come to blows in 
pursuing first prize. And first prize can be worth lots of money 
even in the smaller tournaments. As I have said before these 
types of events touch both the competitive and outdoorsy side 
of men. It’s enough fun to fish but add in beating somebody 
in the process and winning cash to do it, makes it an addictive 
potion. 

Most of the time each team will spend the first 
few hours on the water just trying to catch any size fish. 
The immediate goal is to get five fish in the boat. After (or 
if) that is accomplished, the goal changes. Now it’s time 
to cull the smaller ones that are already in the live well for 
bigger replacements. Remember, it’s the five heaviest fish. 
Sometimes the technique changes just for the purpose of 
perhaps catching less fish but bigger ones. Again, the lesser 
ones get tossed back in when a better quality one is caught. 
And there are occasions when some good fish are thrown back 
because a great one is caught. 

Our life is somewhat like these bass tournaments. We 
know that we only have room for so many things in our live 
well. Each one of these can be of little or great importance. 
Our life’s pursuit and God’s desire for us is to constantly 
add something that has a greater value than what we already 
have. What we have to remember, however, is sometimes we 
must get rid of something that is of great worth in order to 
add something else that is priceless. This decision always 
comes with a mixed sense of both loss and excitement. As we 
mature we understand that it just has to be that way. It’s just 
like that exercise shirt that you once wore that said, “No Pain; 

No Gain.” This is so true.But never forget that what you 

give up now will not seem so great a sacrifice when you get 
to the weigh-in. These types of sacrifices will always put you 
in the money.

people were dependent on wells and cisterns. With the help of 
state and federal sources over a 40-year period, Long secured 
funding to extend water lines in Booneville and to 98 percent 
of Owsley County. Today, Booneville Water and Sewer 

serves 1,800 water customers and 400 sewer customers, has 12 
water tanks with a 1.5 million gallons of capacity, and extends 
into parts of Clay, Jackson and Perry counties. 

“All the main roads and side roads of any consequence, 
we have a water line on it,” said Booneville Water superintendent 
David Hall. 

“I’m proud of that more than anything I’ve done,” Long said. 

He and other elected officials have had less success attracting 
manufacturing jobs to Booneville and Ows ley County. “We’ve 
tried and tried, but we cannot get a company in here,” Long said. 
“People say, ‘If you get a good road, you might get somebody.’ 
But we’ve tried and tried. That’s always been thrown up to us: 
‘If you get a good road in here, you might get something.’ It’s 
hard to pull money into Eastern Kentucky.” 

Prospects occasionally will visit the 80-acre industrial 
park south of Booneville, which has two available buildings. 

“We have people say, ‘Can’t you get somebody in 
those buildings up there?’ We’ve advertised and we’ve done 
everything,” Long said. “We’ve had people come here and look 
at it. They leave and you never hear from them.” 

The son of a trucker and homemaker, Long recalls 
playing ball in Booneville’s streets. “Every Thursday night we 
had young people’s meetings, and after every ball game, we met 
at somebody’s home and ate candy and popcorn,” he said. 

During World War II, Long entered the Navy at age 23. 
He served aboard a landing craft in the South Pacific that, among 
other operations, swept a river for mines in the Philippines. 

In 1953, after returning to the States, Long bought a 
service station in Booneville that sold Blue Bonnet gasoline 
(“With the blue ribbon on it”) from a Richmond wholesaler. It 
was there that Long grew to know people and gained their trust, 
said Owsley Circuit Clerk Mike Mays. 

“We used to have a pretty good coal industry here, and 
the people who hauled coal all bought their gas at his service 
station and bought their tires there,” Mays said. 

Long made his first run for public office in 1954 and won a seat 
on what was then called the town board. Lour years later he was 
elected mayor and took office in 1959. 

To hear Long tell it, there wasn’t much equipment for 
street maintenance at the time. 

“When I went on the board they had a wheelbarrow, and they 
had some shovels and axes and things like that. The streets were 
mostly gravel,” he said. 

The city of Booneville today has 20 employees and 
an annual budget of $1.1 million. And things are changing. 
Last March, Owsley County voters approved the retail sale 
of alcohol. Long opposed the measure, but he and other city 
officials acknowledge that people looking to bring jobs to the 
community have asked whether Booneville was “wet.” 

Long has had his share of sadness, too. A grandson, 
Derrick Marshall, died in a car crash. A daughter, Charlotte Jean 
Marshall, died of cancer. And Ruth, his wife of 72 years, died 
in 2012 after 17 months in a nursing home. Ruth Long operated 
a beauty shop in Booneville; she and her husband retired from 
their day jobs at the same time. 

“She was a beautiful woman,” Long said, his eyes welling with 
tears. “She kept an angel food cake for me all the time.” 

Long also has a son, Charles Jr., who is a barber in 
Lrankfort. 

Long plans to run for another four-year term if his 
health holds up. He uses a walker to get around, whether it’s at 
city hall or the Kountry Kitchen in downtown Boone ville for 
a meal of fried catfish. And he faithfully treks to University of 
Kentucky home basketball games; he’s had season tickets since 
the early 1950s. 

“He still goes and does, even though his knees are 
about to give out,” Mays said, who accompanies Long to the UK 
games in Lexington. “But he’s still got a good mind.” Said Long, 
“I like to stay busy,” and without the mayoral responsibilities, 
“I would just go home and sit down and do nothing — I don’t 
want to do that. I’d sit there and grieve myself to death. I loved 
my wife so much. I just don’t want to sit down and look at the 
walls.”

GETTING MARRIED? (10 FEB 14) 

A young woman whom I have known since she was 
eight years old posted on Facebook the other day what she was 
looking for in a man. That started a conversation about other 
things, things that every couple needs to discuss at great length 
before marriage. Over the years I have seen six things break up 
marriages; these things are: God, money, children, goals, family 
and the bedroom. 

GOD 

The sad thing about this topic is that God is a nonfactor 
in many people’s lives today. Oh, they believe He is out there 
someplace but life goes on without considering how He thinks. 
Even with this couples need to discuss how important God is 
before marriage. If one spouse thinks the family should be in 
church once a week and twice on Sundays and the other believes 
if they go to church at all, Christmas and Easter would be plenty, 
there will be problems. There are other aspects of the God 
issue. Family prayer, giving of tithes, the religious training of 
the children, weekend schedules and time spent volunteering 
or working in a ministry can all be strains on a marriage if one 
believes these things are important and the other couldn’t care 
less.

utilize the ILP as a first 
step in developing their 
personalized education 
plan (PEP). Every student 
in grades 7-12 would 
work with staff mentors 
to develop a personalized 
education plan (PEP). 
Each plan would be 
developed by assessing the 
needs, wants and specific 
barriers of each student. 
Personalized education 
plans may consist of virtual 
school, independent study, 
dual credit and/or online 
college courses, Career 
Coop, Job Shadowing, 
Career Mentoring, etc. 
The goal is to develop an 


educational model that 
meets the specific needs 
of each student, breaking 
down these barriers and 
challenging traditional 
curriculum and pedagogical 
approaches. 

The details of this 
plan are now reflected in the 
newly developed strategic 
plan for the district. The 
membership of the strategic 
planning team included 
an assembly of students, 
parents, faculty, staff, 
and community members 
with the common goal of 
building on the success 
of Owsley County Public 
Schools. The 83 member 


team was charged with 
developing a strategic plan 
consisting of new vision 
and mission statements and 
Strategic Goals, which are 
intended to be the priorities 
of the district for the next 
three to five years. The 
strategic planning team 
believes implementation 
of their proposed Strategic 
Goals will continue and 
enhance the district’s 
efforts in expanding 
learning opportunities 
while reducing barriers for 
each student. 

The strategic planning 
process was facilitated 
by district leadership. 


The strategic planning 
committees met three times 
between December 2013 
and February 2014, and 
the administrative team 
met multiple times within 
this window. The strategic 
planning committees 
worked in a small group 
setting, with the work of 
each group reviewed and 
discussed by the entire team. 
Committees included: 
Instruction and Assessment, 
Student Support 

Services, Community/ 
Parent Involvement and 
Stakeholder Input, Budget, 
and Facilities Management 
and Planning. 

The final development 
of the strategic plan 
was the product of the 
team as a whole. At the 
combined committee 
meeting on January 30, 
2014, participants used a 
selecting system to voice 
their opinions about which 
goals should be identified 
as the priority goals for 
the district. The combined 
committee meeting was 
attended by 83 participants 
and was made up of 8 
students, 10 community 
leaders, 12 classified staff 
members, and 53 certified 
faculty members, which 
included all administrators 
in the district. 

The plan consists 
of a vision statement, 
mission statement, and 
strategic goals, and will be 
presented to the Owsley 
County Board of Education 
at the February meeting. 
“I really appreciate the 
83 voices that were 
represented in this process 
and the leadership that 
emerged. This plan will 
assist the district for the 
next five years in keeping 
our focus on improving 
our services to students 
and meeting their needs 


throughout the district as 
we prepare them with 21 st 
skills necessary for success 
in our world today,” 
concluded Superintendent 
Bobrowski.
